A proposed residence for Ed¬ 
monton’s homeless on land 
adjacent to the Holy Trinity 
Riverbend Anglican Church 
has been shelved for good. 

Describing the process as 
one of “miscommunication, 
lobbying and bullying,” Jane 
Alexander, Bishop of Edmon¬ 
ton’s Anglican Diocese, said 
the project has been tainted 
in the minds of the local com¬ 
munity and has no chance of 
succeeding in its current form. 

“We are committed to 


using our property as part of 
our contribution to solving 
the problem of homelessness 
in Edmonton. We are actively 
seeking an appropriate pro¬ 
ject for this land that both the 
church and community can 
get behind,” Alexander said in 
a statement Tuesday. 

The Terwillegar Towne 
Homeowners Association 
(TTHOA), which recently ap¬ 
proved a $35,000 expenditure 
for legal fees to fight the pro¬ 
ject, said its membership is 
encouraged by the church’s 
decision to use the land for a 
project other than the one that 
had been proposed in co-oper¬ 
ation with the Anglican Dio¬ 
cese and the city’s Homeward 
Trust and Jasper Place Health 
and Wellness. 

“The TTHOA cares about 
issues of poverty and home¬ 
lessness,” said TTHOA Execu-

tive Director Steve Grant. “We 
are willing to work together on 
potential alternative projects 
in the near or distant future.” 

Local Coun. Biyan Ander¬ 
son welcomed the move and 
said it would help restart the 
project on a better footing. 

“I think this is an oppor¬ 
tunity to do it again and do it 
right,” he said. 

Anderson said the com¬ 
munity simply wasn’t con¬ 
sulted.

Northern Gateway 


Premiers Redford, 
Clark announce 
pipeline agreement 

The premiers of British 
Columbia and Alberta have 
reached an agreement to 
work through B.C.’s con¬ 
ditions for the proposed 
Enbridge Northern Gateway 
pipeline. 

B.C. Premier Christy Clark 
and Alberta Premier Alison 
Redford released a statement 
after meeting in Vancouver, 


announcing a “framework 
agreement,” though the 
announcement is far from a 
ringing endorsement from 
Clark. 

The two premiers have 
had an uneasy relationship 
since Clark outlined five 
conditions to win her support 
for the controversial pipeline, 
including a “fair share” of the 
project’s economic benefits. 

Clark says Redford has 
agreed to work through those 
five conditions, which also 
include measures to protect 
the environment and ensure 
First Nations are properly 


consulted. 

Earlier this year, Clark 
and Redford met in Kelowna 
and appeared to be willing to 
work together, declaring the 
two provinces as best friends 
and forming a working group 
to discuss economic issues. 

Redford came to Vancou¬ 
ver today to speak at an event 
hosted by the Vancouver 
Board of Trade, and hours 
before, Clark’s communica¬ 
tions director said a planned 
meeting had been cancelled 
because the premiers had not 
made any progress.

Youth groups and law 
enforcement are working 
together to tiy to curb a sharp 
increase in the number of 
ciystal-meth addiction cases 
in Edmonton. 

According to Alberta 
Health Services, through 
2012-2013, the number of 
new AHS Addiction Services 
cases in the Edmonton area 
involving ciystal meth use in 
youth aged 12 to 24 increased 
by approximately 21 per cent 
from the year prior. 

Youth workers in the 
Strathcona area are seeing 
the prevalence of the drug 
firsthand. 

“It’s just the drug of 
choice right now because, as 
far as payment goes, it’s the 
same as marijuana. They can 
purchase marijuana or they 
can get a longer high for the 
same amount of money,” said 
Derick Smith, client navigator 
with Youth Empowerment 
and Support Services (YESS). 

He says about 60 per cent 
of recent youth who have vis¬ 
ited YESS have used the drug. 

The number of new addic¬ 
tion cases involving ciystal- 
meth use has grown substan¬ 
tially from 2009-2010, which 
had 342 new cases, compared 
to 486 new cases in 2012- 
2013, as reported by AHS. 

Police who patrol Old 
Strathcona have also noticed 
an increase in the drug’s use 
and are working with local 
groups like the Old Strath¬ 
cona Youth Society to find a 
solution. 

“Lately there has been an 
increase, and we have noticed 
it the past couple of months. 
It’s quite a bit more preva¬ 
lent,” said Edmonton Police 
Service Sgt. Maurice Brodeur.

City loses parking meter cash to GST 



Edmonton’s parking meters 
will be $350,000 lighter next 
year, as the city will now have 
to submit GST to the federal 
government. 

City spokesperson John 
Pater said the laws around 
GST used to exempt parking 
meters, but those rules have 
changed. 

“It is federal legislation 
that we now have to submit 
GST on those meters,” he 
said. “For eveiy one dollar we 
collected at the meters, we 
need five cents to go to the 
feds.” 


The city budgeted for $7.2 
million in parking-meter rev¬ 
enue in 2013 but has scaled 
that number back because of 
the GST payments it will now 
have to make. 

Mayor Don Iveson was sur¬ 
prised by the change and said 
it is disappointing that the 
federal government, which 
has most of the taxpayer 
money, will now be getting 
more. 

“I guess the federal gov¬ 
ernment needs more than 
two-thirds of our money. 
They need to tap into even 


more of the limited resources 
cities work with,” he said. 

Iveson said parking-meter 
revenue is a small concern on 
a long list of issues he would 
like to see the federal govern¬ 
ment do more about when it 
comes to cities. 

“There are bigger-picture 
issues in terms of where all of 
the money goes in this coun- 
tiy and where it comes back 
to build key infrastructure, 
but to get nickel-and-dimed 
on top of that with parking- 
meter GST, that is a bit rich.”

U of A college doesn’t

University of Alberta Stu¬ 
dents’ Union reps are calling 
a plan to build a leadership 
college on campus “irrespon¬ 
sible” in light of recent 
budget cuts. 

University administra¬ 
tion is moving forward on a 
project to house the top 144 
undergraduate students in a 
specialized leadership college. 

As part of The Peter 
Lougheed Leadership Initia¬ 
tive, the college would pro¬ 
vide an opportunity for stu¬ 
dents to further expand upon 
their learning, said school of¬ 
ficials. 

“We think (the initiative)

will have a huge impact on a 
large number of our students 
coming to the U of A who 
are interested in developing 
skills in the area of leader¬ 
ship, whatever faculty they’re 
in, whatever program they’re 
in,” said Martin Ferguson- 
Pell, acting provost and vice- 
president academic. 

Representatives of the stu¬ 
dents’ union say leadership 
initiatives are great but that 
the college project isn’t a wise 
decision at this time. 

“To announce an exclusive 
144-person leadership college, 
which will require millions of 
dollars to build, while there’s 
current existing leadership 
programs on campus which 


could benefit from leadership 
dollars, seems irresponsible,” 
said Dustin Chelen, vice- 
president of academic with 
the students’ union. 

The leadership initiative 
is a joint project between 
the university and The Banff 
Centre, with hopes to ac¬ 


quire funding primarily from 
donors or possible grants to 
fund the college. 

Ferguson-Pell confirms 
there are no detailed plans 
or costs confirmed for the 
leadership college, but en¬ 
gagement with staff and the 
student body is underway.

Confession. Councillors 
trying to strip Toronto 
mayor of powers as he 
refuses to leave office 


The mayor of Canada’s largest 
city vowed to remain in of¬ 
fice Tuesday despite revealing 
he had smoked crack cocaine 
while in a “drunken stupor” 
— an admission that reversed 
months of firm denials. 

“Yes! I’ve smoked crack co¬ 
caine!” said Mayor Rob Ford. 
“Am I an addict? No. Have I 
tried it? Probably in one of my 
drunken stupors.” 

The mayor of Toronto said 
he tried the drug about a year 
ago, while he was in office. 

Ford has been under in¬ 
tense scrutiny since May, when 


two media outlets reported 
on a video they said appeared 
to show the mayor smoking 
crack. Ford had defiantly de¬ 
nied he used the drug and sug¬ 
gested the video did not exist. 

Hours after his surprise 
statement, a visibly troubled 
Ford made an emotional apol¬ 
ogy for his “mistakes” but said 
he had no plans to step aside. 

“I was elected to do a job 
and that’s exactly what I’m go¬ 
ing to continue doing,” he said. 
“I can’t do anything else but 
apologize.” 

Ford said he kept his drug 
use from his family, staff and 
colleagues because he was “em¬ 
barrassed and ashamed.” 

Ford again called for the 
video to be released so eveiy- 
one could judge its contents. 

“I don’t even recall there be¬ 
ing a tape or a video.... So I want 


to see the state that I was in.” 

Ford’s backtracking had 
many shaking their heads, but 
the mayor insisted he had been 
truthful. 

“I wasn’t lying,” he told 
reporters. “You didn’t ask the 
correct questions. No, I’m not 
an addict, and no, I do not do 
drugs.” 

Nonetheless, at city hall 
some who worked with Ford 
said his latest admission was 
a clear sign that he needed to 
step back and get help. 

A member of Ford’s execu¬ 
tive committee said some 
councillors were bringing a 
motion against the mayor that 
could strip him of some of his 
powers. Municipal law makes 
no provision for his forced re¬ 
moval unless he’s jailed for a 
criminal offence.

U.S. chuckles 
atthedrama 

Rob Ford’s shocking admis¬ 
sion clashes with the image 
many foreigners have of Can¬ 
ada, a political expert said 
Tuesday as the news took the 
world media by storm. 

“It either breaks the 
narrative of the uptight Can¬ 
adians or it plays to another 
narrative they have of the 
veiy liberal Canadians,” said 
Peter Graefe, a political-sci¬ 
ence professor at McMaster 
University. 

Within moments of the 


confession, it was splashed 
across major news websites 
abroad, including CNN and 
the BBC. Several U.S. net¬ 
works carried the mayor’s 
second news conference live. 

The scandal has been a 
particular favourite with U.S. 
media, with some compar¬ 
ing the Ford affair to the 
case of former Washington, 
D.C., mayor Marion Bariy, 
who was busted smoking 
crack cocaine by an FBI sting 
in 1990. 

Ford has also been a re¬ 
curring target for late-night 
talk shows. Even serious 
news outlets have taken 


a more lighthearted tone, 
something Graefe attributes 
to distance. 

“It’s not news when it’s in 
other cities.... It’s comedy.” 

A stoiy posted on the 
Washington Post’s website 
highlighted the vastly differ¬ 
ent reactions stirred by the 
Ford and Bany scandals. 

“It’s a different world 
now than it was in 1990,” 
Clinton Yates wrote in the 
piece. 

“In those days, it was a 
reason to vilify a majority- 
black city for a drug 
epidemic that took countless

they’re serious in terms of 
taking action,” Maxwell said. 


The commissioner’s 
tallc-versus-action concern 
was graphically illustrated 
shortly after the audits were 
tabled Tuesday morning 
in the House of Commons, 
when Environment Minister 
Leona Agluklcaq issued a re¬ 
sponse that ignored the re¬ 
port’s clear thrust. 

The Conservative govern¬ 
ment has made a political vir¬ 
tue of creating new national 


parks and protected wildlife 
areas, but the audits tabled in 
Parliament make the govern¬ 
ment rhetoric ring hollow. 

At Canada’s national 
parks, funding for “heritage 
resources conservation” — 
effectively the natural beauty 
of the parks — decreased by 
15 per cent last year com¬ 
pared with the preceding six 
years.

Mike Duffy, Pamela Wallin 
and Patrick Brazeau were cast 
Tuesday into political limbo — 
suspended by the Senate and 
reviled by their former Con¬ 
servative colleagues, includ¬ 
ing the prime minister who 
appointed them. 

All three have maintained 
they’re the victims of a polit¬ 
ically motivated witch hunt 
aimed at putting a lid on a 
Senate expenses scandal that 
has engulfed Stephen Harper’s 
government for almost a year. 

“I think it’s an extremely 
sad day for democracy,” Wal¬ 
lin said as she exited the Sen¬ 


ate chamber after the vote, 
her voice heavy with emotion. 

“If we can’t expect the rule 
of law in Canada, then where 
on earth can you expect it?” 


Brazeau said nothing as he 
left the Senate. Duffy did not 
show up for the vote.

It’s hammer time at the 
movies this weekend. 

Thor: The Dark World 
opens in theatres, bringing 
with it Chris Hemsworth as 
the sledgehammer wield¬ 
ing superhero with 
his rippling muscles, 
crazy mythology and 
Dark Elves. 

The Marvel comic 
series borrowed the 
character from Norse 
mythology, co-opting 
the God Of Thunder’s 
most famous weapon, 
the Mjolnir. In myth 
the name translates 
to “that which 
smashes,” and refers 
to his hammer, 
a fearsome club 
capable of levelling 
mountains, causing 
lightning flashes and 
boomeranging back 
when he throws it. 

“The power within 


Mjolnir,” he says, “doth 
rage like the winter storms 
bursting upon the shore in 
furious assault!” 

According to Nordic 
legend the mallet was 
forged by dwarven broth¬ 
ers Sindri and Brolckr but 
Marvel embroidered the 
lore, adding to the stoiy the 
fictional Asgardian metal 
uru as the main compon¬ 
ent of the basher and an 
inscription that reads, 
“Whosoever holds this 
hammer, if he be worthy, 
shall possess the power of 
Thor.” 

The image of Thor 
flying through the air, 
propelled by Mjolnir, 
is the iconic picture 
from the comics 
and movies, but 
not from mythol¬ 
ogy. 

According to 
legend, Thor’s 
preferred mode 
of transport 
was a chariot 
drawn by two 
1,700-pound 
warrior goats 
named Tooth- 
gnasher and 
Toothgrinder.

JFK coverage shows bad blood 
lingers between CBS, Rather 


Nov. 22. Former anchor 
was key to network's 
assassination coverage, 
but he’s been left out 
of 50 th anniversary 


The 50th-anniversaiy coverage 
of the Kennedy assassination 
on CBS News won’t include the 
recollections of its longtime an¬ 
chor Dan Rather, further proof 
of the lingering bitterness fol¬ 
lowing Rather’s messy exit and 
subsequent lawsuit against the 
network. 

Rather helped organize CBS’ 
plans for President John F. Ken¬ 
nedy’s visit to Dallas on Nov. 22, 
1963, and as a young reporter 
was a key component of assas¬ 
sination coverage. 

Now 82, with his own show 
on AXS-TV, he’s one of the few 
reporters on the stoiy that day 
who’s still active in journalism. 

Rather, who later became 
CBS News’ top anchor for 24 


years, will appear on NBC’s To¬ 
day show on Nov. 22 this year. 

“I held off doing anything 
for anybody else for a while, 
thinking I may be asked to do 
something (for CBS),” Rather 
said. “I can’t say I had any rea¬ 
son for that hope.” 

Rather worked at CBS News 
for 44 years. His downfall came 
as a result of a 2004 stoiy about 
President George W. Bush’s 
military service. Under criti¬ 
cism, the network concluded 
the stoiy couldn’t be substan¬ 
tiated, but Rather has stood 
behind it. 

His tenure as anchor ended 
six months later and he left 
CBS in 2006, eventually filing a 
$70-million US lawsuit against 
his old employers that was 
thrown out in 2010 by New 
York’s highest court. 

CBS News said it wouldn’t 
comment on Rather. CBS Wash¬ 
ington bureau chief Bob Schief- 
fer, who as a newspaper repor¬ 
ter in 1963 gave the mother of 
Lee Harvey Oswald a ride to Dal¬ 
las after the assassination, will

Mike Wallace.” All of those men 
are now dead. 

“Setting my feelings aside 
about it, this is not a good idea 
to say we want to change the 
historical record so we’re going 
to airbrush this guy out because 
we don’t like him,” Rather said.

Bermuda. Island's 
plethora of renowned 
courses attract players 
from around the world 



Bermuda is renowned for its 
pink sand beaches, turquoise 
waters and refined atmosphere. 
Just as unforgettable are Mid 
Ocean, Port Royal and the other 
golf courses on an island of al¬ 
most celestial beauty. 

“You go to heaven if you 
want to,” Mark Twain famously 
said of Bermuda. “I’d rather stay 
here.” 

Founded in 1609 by sur¬ 
vivors of a British shipwreck, 
Bermuda has long enjoyed a 
reputation as one of the most 
beautiful places on Earth. Sail¬ 
boats and luxuiy yachts dot the 
harbour at Hamilton, the bust¬ 
ling capital, where colonial- 
style houses topped by stepped 
roofs to collect rainwater are 
painted in a palette of pastel 
colours. Oleander, frangipani, 
bougainvillea and hibiscus 
scent the warm breezes of the 
Gulf Stream. 

High season in Bermuda, lo¬ 
cated roughly 1,000 kilometres 
east of the North Carolina coast¬ 
line, runs from April through 
October. But many Canadians 
visit during the sub-tropical is¬ 
land’s more temperate winter 
months, when daytime highs 
average just below 20 C, room 
rates are reduced, and tee times 
at top courses are readily avail¬ 
able. 

Though just 54 square kilo¬ 
metres in size, Bermuda is re¬ 
markably rich in world-class 
golf courses. The sport has been 
a major tourist draw since the 


early 1920s, when Riddell’s Bay 
Golf and Country Club opened 
on a narrow peninsula thrust¬ 
ing into the turquoise waters 
of the Great Sound. The tight 
fairways and small greens of 
architect Devereux Emmet’s 
5,713-yard layout offer ample 
challenge, especially when 
winds gust off the Atlantic. 

A few kilometres north of 
Riddell’s Bay is Mid Ocean Club, 
a superb Charles Blair Macdon¬ 


ald design that has symbolized 
Bermuda golf since opening 
shortly after the launch of Rid¬ 
dell’s Bay. 

Mid Ocean is where Ber¬ 
muda’s elite take their divots. 
Billionaire Ross Perot and New 
York’s Michael Bloomberg 
own houses in the rolling hills 
overlooking the golf course. 
Another member, movie star 
Michael Douglas, became a lo¬ 
cal hero in the aftermath of 


hurricane Fabian in 2003 when 
he used his private jet to deliver 
chain saws and generators, 
then stayed for a week to help 
in the cleanup. 

Remodelled with good judg¬ 
ment by the great Robert Trent 
Jones Sr. in 1953, Mid Ocean 
offers risk-and-reward golf at 
its best as it winds 6,520 yards 
through rolling inland country¬ 
side before ending dramatically 
with a par four that skirts the 
bluffs overlooking the sea. 

At Mid Ocean’s daunting 
433-yard par-four fifth, where 
the fairway bends around a lake 
that is widest on the direct line 
to the green, Babe Ruth once 
put a dozen balls in the water 
before hitting a home run. 

Two other popular and chal¬ 
lenging layouts are Tucker’s 
Point Club, a hilly Roger 
Rulewich redesign that is the 
centrepiece of a posh resort 
community featuring Tucker’s 
Point Hotel and Spa; and Bel¬ 
mont Hills Goff Course, a re¬ 
modelled 6,017-yard layout

• Beaches. Bermuda is re¬ 
nowned for its secluded 
and pristine pink sand 
beaches.

• Snorkelling. There are 
roughly 300 shipwrecks 
to explore in warm and 
clear waters offering reefs, 
underwater caves and a 
variety of marine life. 


offering panoramic vistas of 
the Great Sound and Hamilton 
Harbour. Bermuda even boasts 
one of the world’s top-ranked 
par-three courses, Turtle Hill 
Goff Club, an 18-hole, 2,962- 
yard beauty on the grounds of 
Bermuda’s largest hotel, the 
towering pink 593-room Fair¬ 
mont Southampton. 

But the buzz these days is 
about the rejuvenated Port 
Royal Goff Course, which eveiy 
October since 2009 has hosted 
the PGA Grand Slam of Goff, a 
made-for-TV exhibition featur¬ 
ing the winners of the year’s 
four major championships. 

Built in the 1960s by Trent 
Jones Sr. atop oceanside cliffs 
on the south shore, the gov¬ 
ernment-owned course re¬ 
ceived a brilliant $ 15-million 
revamp several years ago by 
Rulewich, who worked with 
Jones during the original con¬ 
struction. 

Especially unforgettable is 
Port Royal’s signature 16th, a 
staggeringly gorgeous wind¬ 
blown par three clinging to 
a cliff high above Whale Bay 
that stretches to a heroic 
length of 235 yards from the 
back tee. 

Twain had it right. With 
golf holes like that, heaven can 
wait.

The social media world 
has become more expan¬ 
sive, and more a part of 
our everyday routine, so it 
should be no wonder that it 
has seeped into our work¬ 
ing life as well. 

Social media can be a 
great platform for self or 
company promotion (think 
how vast your reach is on 
Linlcedln, Twitter, Face- 
book), but at the same time, 
it can spell demotions, sus¬ 
pensions and terminations. 

A perusal of the news is 
a testament of the career¬ 
damaging potential of so¬ 
cial media. 



Real world examples 

Ontario Hockey League 

Take for example Joe Mon- 
ette, an Ontario Hockey 
League referee, who was sus¬ 
pended for his online posts. 

After officiating a game 
in Sault Ste Marie, Monette 
took to Twitter and tweeted 
the following: “Soo Saint 
Mari, two words, Slim Pick¬ 
ens. #noteeth #hiclctown 
#allfaties.” 

Not surprisingly, the resi¬ 


dents of Sault Ste Marie did 
not appreciate the comment, 
and uproar quickly ensued. 

In an attempt to quell the 
upset caused by his tweet, 
Monette subsequently tweet¬ 
ed: “My tweet last night was 
not meant to be offensive 
and was meant as a joke be¬ 
tween myself and a buddy of 
mine that lives in the Soo. I 
apologize if I offended any¬ 
body.” 

The OHL was not satisfied 


with Monette’s blanket apol¬ 
ogy, and suspended him for 
the rest of the season and 
playoffs. 

Mr. Big & Tall Menswear 

Following the death of 
Amanda Todd, a 15-year-old 
British Columbia teen who 
took her own life after years 
of bullying, a Faceboolc me¬ 
morial wall was created in 
her honour. Justin Hutch¬ 
ings of London, Ont., posted 


Employment-related misconduct 


What has emerged from 
recent cases is that employ¬ 
ers can take the position 
that an employee’s off-site 
and off-duty conduct online 
will constitute employment- 
related misconduct if: 


• The employee’s conduct 
harms the employer’s 
reputation. 


• The employee's conduct 
makes the employee un¬ 
able to perform his/her 
duties satisfactorily. 


• The employee's conduct 
leads to refusal, reluc¬ 
tance or inability of the 
other employees to work 
with him/her (think 
blogs/posts criticizing 


coworkers!). 


• The employee's conduct 
makes it difficult for the 
employer to properly 
carry out its function of 
managing its business 
and efficiently directing 
its workforce. 


a profane comment to that 
memorial wall, which sug¬ 
gested that he was glad the 
teen had taken her life. 

Hutchings’ employer, 
Mr. Big & Tall Menswear 
was readily identifiable on 
his Faceboolc account. Upon 
learning of the posting, the 
company immediately ter¬ 
minated Hutchings’ employ¬ 
ment. Kamy Scarlett, senior 
vice-president of store oper¬ 
ations and corporate HR with 
the employer, commented 
that the termination was 
based on their “zero toler¬ 
ance for the mistreatment of 
others no matter what form 
it takes.” 

Kent Police 

Just outside of another city 
of London (this time in Eng¬ 
land), a teen named Paris 
Brown, who had recently 
been appointed the first 
youth police and crime com¬ 
missioner for Kent, faced 


similar outrage when her 
tweets were published in the 
local newspaper. 

In that regard, Brown’s 
tweets bragged about her 
drinking and drug use, criti¬ 
cized the local pizzeria em¬ 
ployees for not speaking 
“proper English” and includ¬ 
ed various racist and homo- 
phobic comments. 

While members of the 
British Parliament called for 
Brown’s resignation, Brown 
defended herself by stating 
that the tweets were taken 
out of context and that she 
was “wildly exaggerating” on 
Twitter. 

Despite Kent Police and 
Crime Commissioner Ann 
Barnes’ supportive state¬ 
ment that Brown’s tweets 
were not unlike the posts of 
many other teenagers on so¬ 
cial media, Brown ultimately 
resigned. 

These recent examples 
seem to contradict the con¬ 


ventional wisdom that what 
employees do on their own 
time is their own business. 

Regardless of whether or 
not an employee’s online 
comments/conduct rises to 
the level of “just cause” for 
termination without notice 
and severance, it remains 
an employer’s prerogative 
to proceed with a “not for 
cause” dismissal, and pro¬ 
vide appropriate termination 
arrangements. 

In other words, an ill-ad¬ 
vised social media post may 
cost you your job regardless 
of whether or not it repre¬ 
sents “just cause.”

As light-duty pickup trucks 
go, the upgraded-for-2013 
Chrysler-built Ram (nee 
Dodge) is among the best 
in the business. It has to be 
to keep pace with the Ford 
F-150, General Motors’ re¬ 
cently renewed Chevrolet 
Silverado and GMC Sierra, 
plus maintain its consider¬ 
able lead over the Toyota 
Tundra and Nissan Titan. 

For 2014, ah three domes¬ 
tic pickups offer relatively 
stout base V6 engines — 
around the 300-horsepower 
mark — and impressive lev¬ 
els of fuel conservation. How¬ 
ever Ram has taken what 
for many is the next logical 
step by adding a turbo-diesel 
(EcoDiesel in Ram-spealc) to 
its V6 and V8 lineup. 

Although a mainstay of 
the Ram’s tougher HD mod¬ 


els, there has been no turbo¬ 
diesel in the lighter 1500-ser¬ 
ies pickups. But the new 
EcoDiesel’s timing is ideal 
since Nissan has a diesel 
in the works for the next- 
generation Titan pickup and 
GM is reportedly developing 
its own version for the Si¬ 
erra/Silverado. As Chiysler 
proved years ago with the 
1984 minivan launch, the 
first one over the wall risks 
getting bloodied, but also 
stands to gain a significant 
advantage over those who 
follow. 

For the 1500-series ap¬ 
plication, Ram is using the 
same 3.0-litre turbo-diesel 
V6 that’s optional in the Jeep 
Grand Cherokee. The engine, 
which originates from a com¬ 
pany in Italy that’s now 100 
per cent Chiysler-Fiat-owned 
since former partner GM sold 
its share, produces 240 horse¬ 
power and 420 pound-feet of 
torque. The engine connects 
to an eight-speed automatic 
transmission, as does the 
3.6 gas engine, while the V8 
comes with a six-speed that 
can be swapped for the eight- 
speed.

tow up to 7,200 pounds 
(3,270 kilograms), which is 
about the same as the 3.6 V6. 
The diesel can be added to 
nearly ah of the Ram 1500’s 
trim levels, cab configura¬ 
tions and rear- and four- 
wheel drivelines, from the 
near-base ST Quad Cab to the 
loaded-up Laramie Limited 
Crew Cab. 

Only the base ST regular 
cab is omitted from the list. 
Of course there’s nothing 
particularly “Eco” about the 
Ram 1500 EcoDiesel, or any 
other 2,700-lcilogram brute 
that burns fossil fuel, but at 


Torque 


For serious truckers it’s 
torque that matters most 
and the EcoDiesel handily 
beats Ram’s base 3.6-litre 
V6 with its 269-pound- 
feet and the optional 
5.7-litre V8’s 410 pound- 
feet. While the V8’s peak 
torque is close, it comes 
much higher in the rev 
range than the diesel’s. 


least the EcoDiesel is cleaner 
than diesels of old. 

As is the case with other 
automakers’ diesels, the 
Ram’s exhaust is treated 
with a urea-based solution 
that chemically neutralizes 
the nasty stuff before exiting 
the tailpipe. That makes the 
engine clean enough to pass 
muster throughout eveiy 
jurisdiction in North Amer¬ 
ica, but it also means that 
the urea solution tank will 
require replenishment eveiy 
16,000 kilometres or so. 

Fitting the turbo-diesel 
option to your Ram won’t 


Fuel economy 


As for fuel economy, Chrysler 
isn’t spilling the precise 
beans just yet, but based on 
the numbers earned by the 
Grand Cherokee, somewhere 
in the vicinity of 10.01/100 
km in the city and 7.5 on the 
highway seems plausible. 
That would be an improve¬ 
ment compared to the base 
V6’s 11.4/7.8 and the V8’s 


be cheap. Expect $3,000 
over and above the price of a 
5.7-litre V8, and about $5,000 
more than the base V6. That 
would peg the entiy fee in 
the $33,500 range, including 
destination charges. 

There might not be much 
payback over the short haul, 
other than sheer torque, but 
Chrysler figures about 15 
to 20 per cent of Ram cus¬ 
tomers — likely those who 
plan on racking up plenty 
of kilometres over many 
years — will find taking the 
EcoDiesel route too tempting 
to pass up.

Hey big spender: 
Going global takes 
a whole lot of green

While almost all automakers 
sell their cars and trucks 
in various markets around 
the world, not eveiy model 
makes it into every market. 
It takes an enormous amount 
of research, time and money 
to determine which vehicles, 
or which engines or body 
configurations, should be 
brought to the Canadian 
market. 

“We look at where we see 
trends going, such as a move 
toward smaller-displacement 
engines and improved fuel 
efficiency,” says Matthew 
Wilson, product planning 
manager for BMW Canada. 
“Different markets have dif¬ 
ferent demands for engines 
because of regulations and 
taxes.” 

Europe has emissions and 
crash-test standards that dif¬ 
fer from North America’s 
requirements, and it’s very 
expensive to run vehicles 
through the tests required 
here, especially if changes 
have to be made to meet 
them. Because Canada is a 
relatively small market, auto¬ 
makers here tend to work 


Importing factors 


• Money. Global currency 
rates can affect importation 
decisions. If the originat¬ 
ing country’s currency is 
high, the car may be too 
expensive for the Canadian 
market. 

• Extra costs. Adding acces¬ 
sories for North Americans, 
such as cupholders, or 
speedometers in miles and 
kilometres, increases the 
cost of importing vehicles. 


Choosing carefully

with their U.S. counterparts 
on models that will be sold in 
both countries, to get the vol¬ 
ume needed to cover these 
costs. 

Once a car meets the re¬ 
quirements, the company 
then has the expense of im¬ 
porting, stocking, and mar¬ 
keting it. If the vehicle won’t 
sell enough copies to cover 
this, it isn’t a viable candi¬ 
date to import. 

Wilson says that while 
the BMW 5 Series Touring 
station wagon is popular 
in overseas markets, it’s no 
longer offered in Canada 
for this reason. “We used to 
have it, but the market is 
extremely small,” he says. 
“We only had a potential 
100 to 150 units per year in 
Canada, so we’ve opted not 
to bring it. The buyers (who 
want wagons) are vocal, as 
are those who like manual 
transmissions, but the vol¬ 
ume potential is extremely 
small and doesn’t justify the 
cost.” 

Diesel fuel is also a big 
question, since it’s not yet 
as popular in North America 
as it is overseas. In Europe, 
some cars may offer as many 
as three different diesel en¬ 
gines, with only a single gaso¬ 
line engine. “On the current- 
generation 3 Series, we have 
three gas engines but one 
diesel,” Wilson says. “It’s a 
smaller market here, where¬ 
as in Europe, diesels are 70 to 
80 per cent of the market.” 

Automakers also have to 
look at how a new model will 
fit into the current lineup. 
One that’s similar in size or 
price to an existing model 
could potentially take sales 
away from it or lose custom¬ 
ers to it, reducing the sales 
volumes that each needs 
to cover the fixed costs of 
bringing it to the Canadian 
market.

Fall cleanup generally refers 
to raking leaves. If you could 
only find the rake. And your 
work gloves. Wow, what hap¬ 
pened to the garage? 

In one corner, an assort¬ 
ment of crap that Peter 
Walsh simply calls the 
“are-you-kidding-me?” pile. 
Across the way, there’s a 
dateless stack of seasonal 
“stuff” apparently meant to 
celebrate the spirit of Christ¬ 
mas. 

Walsh, the famous Clut¬ 
ter Buster from the Oprah 
Winfrey Show, is trying to 
develop a cleanup plan as he 
scans this jumbled mess that 
includes everything from pet 
carriers and sports equip¬ 
ment to 1970s music posters 
and cans of engine oil that 
may be older. 


Sound familiar? 

Without detection, your 
garage has again trans¬ 
formed from an organized 
storage space into a purga¬ 
tory for items that fit no¬ 
where else. Walsh offers 
a simple and inexpensive 
three-step plan to help re¬ 
claim and organize your 
estranged garage space. 


Step l: Take full inventory 
and spare no prisoners. 

Any garage makeover must 
start with what Walsh calls 
“clutter-cide,” a test of sep¬ 
aration anxiety that forces 
folks to let go of things “I 
might need someday.” 

Every item goes in one 
of four piles: keep; sell; 
donate; or dumpster. The 
memories in the mess often 


make this step difficult to 
get through, but keeping 
the sentiment out of the 
cleanup makes the garage a 
happier place. 

Step 2: Mark your turf. 

Obviously, adequate parking 
space is the top priority in 
most garages. But holiday 
decorations, gardening 
tools and sports gear are 


also storage staples. To keep 
common items best organ¬ 
ized, Walsh stressed that 
using tape or paint to divide 
the garage into specific stor¬ 
age “zones” makes certain 
that Santa isn’t sharing his 
space with a common lawn 
gnome. 

“When everything has a 
designated area,” Walsh said, 
“you always know where it 


belongs, which helps set lim¬ 
its on volume.” 

Step 3 : Store with purpose. 

This is the part of the pro¬ 
cess where inventory clear¬ 
ance and space management 
show desired results. Storing 
boxes vertically maximizes 
garage space and keeps 
property best organized. 

And Walsh stresses that 
plastic bins are the only way 
to store because they can 
be stacked, they are sturdy 
and they come in different 
colours and sizes for easy 
inventory recognition. Being 
liquid-proof also has its ad¬ 
vantages in a garage setting. 
All bins should be colour- 
coded by contents (perhaps 
red for holiday), labelled 
and stacked where the most 
frequently used items are 
the most accessible. In a per¬ 
fect garage, shelves are used 
for storage and nothing is 
kept on the floor, allowing 
for easy cleaning. If money 
is no object, garage make¬ 
over companies are popping 
up all over the Internet and 
elsewhere.
